ABSTRACT. The species described by Leveille belonging to the families Euphorbiaceae, 
Urticaceae (including Moraceae and Cannabaceae), Juglandaceae and Myricaceae are 
evaluated. Other species described in, but not belonging to these families are also included. 


Introduction 

This paper follows the same format as those previously published and 
listed below*. The account for Euphorbiaceae was prepared and written by 
my colleague Mr D. McKean, and Dr D. K. Ferguson,** Department of 
Botany, University of Antwerp, collaborated with me on Juglandaceae. 

Many of the specimens of Euphorbiaceae in Edinburgh had already been 
determined by L. Croizat in 1938 and those of Ficus by E. J. H. Corner in 
1957.
